1867. The personal property of the deceased In
Epgland amounts o nuoghv $§500,000. By the
rovialon of the will and foll the largor por-
on of the estate I8 to be divided between the
testator's nephews, Messrs. Alfred Ward,
Baillie Peyton Ward, and Osbert Ward, and his
niece, Miss Alloe Ward. Others of his relatives
and friends come in for handsome legacles, his
medical attendant and his servants belng
among the number, Mr. Ward has also
generonkly remembered the brave men who
maintained on the fleld of battle the Integrity
of his native land, and has set apart §200,000 in
token of this remembrance. Of this amount,
he bequeatns $100,000 to the " National Soldiers’
and Sallors' Home,” at Washington, D. C., the
remaining $100,(00 being distributed amon
various ns;lmnu and homes for the orphans
children of the “boys In blue,” But perhaps
the moat interesting provision in the will is
the legacy left by the testator to the
duughters of the late Mr. Henry Morris, of this
city, amounting to §19,000, Mr. Ward's reason
for making this bandsome bequest are thus
stated In his wili:—"These Iadies are the grand-
daughters of the cvelebrated Robert Morris, of
the volution, and it will be a surprise Lo
them to receive a legaocy from a person they
never knew, and perhaps naver heard of. It s
in return for kindnesses shown me by their
father when I was s boy."
